The Submarine Danger. 


Germany has formally announced the 
lapse of the “period of grace” which 
she has allowed fer neutral traffic in the 
blockaded zones. The anrbuncement 
is evidently intended to convey the 
impression that hitherto the enemy's 
submarines have been acting under 
restraint, and that what they have 
in store for us is not to be measured in 
terms of what they have done during the 
past fortnight. As if to give point to. 
this suggestion, the news is published to- 
day of the sinking of the White Star liner 
Afric. It was, indeed, high time that some 
steps should be taken to correct any 
tendency towards public demoralisation. 
Such a purpose was achieved to a very 
useful extent by the series of searching 
questions which Lord Beresford yesterday 
addressed to the Government in the House 
of Lords, Ministers refused to answer 
his questions except by general statements. 
The Earl of Lytton agsures us that it is 
impossible for the Government to take the 
public fully into its confidence without 
giving the enemy information which it is 
necessary to conceal. We must accept 
this assurance, and assume that the 
Government has weighed the advantages of 
a policy of secrecy abroad against its 
obvious disadvantages at home. The 
statements of Ministers yesterday, how- 
ever, general, though they were, do help 
the public substantially to get the sub- 
marine campaign in its proper perspective. 
Karl Curzon's words supply an epitome of 
the situation. It is serious; Sir Edward 
Carson is at one with Lord Curzon in his 
anxiety that it should not be minimised ; 
but it contains no occasion for panic. It 
imposes on the public two obligations. 
One is to trust the Government to under- 
take that share in the task of defeating 
Germany's final effort which the Govern- 
ment alone can undertake. The other is 
to support the Government with complete 
loyalty in that share of the task which it 
appeals to the public to undertake—that 
share which the public alone can under-

during last month. Sir John Jellicoe and 
his colleagues, Lord Curzon assures us, are 
“not dissatisfied with what has been done, 
or with the number of German submarines 
which will never return.” The Earl of 
Lytton is even more explicit. Whether 
in the destruction of hostile submarines, 
or in the escape from attack of our own 
ships, the success already achieved against 
the new submarine campaign is “ sufficient 
to justify a very large measure of confi- 
dence in the effectiveness of the steps now 
being taken.” The Government is, in 
fact, “quite confident that we can con- 
tinue to provide our Armies with muni- 
tions and supplies, to carry out our obliga- 
tions to our Allies, and to supply absolute 
necessities for the maintenance of our own 
people.” That phrase absolute neces- 
sities —emphasises the obligation which is 
imposed on the public. The defeat of the 
enemy's final effort depends, in the last 
resort, on the stern restriction of 
our civil requirements to “absolute neces- 
sities. It is our bounden duty to observe 
the Food Controller's regulations. It is 
essential to submit without grumbling to 
the sacrifices involved in the scheme upon 
which Lord Curzon is now engaged for the 
drastic reduction of imports and the total 
| prohibition of articles outside the defini- 
tion of “absolute necessities.” The 
winning of the war in this, its last, phase 
is in the hands of every man and woman 
in these islands. The watch-word of vic- 
tory is this: Keep cool, trust the Govern- 
ment to do its duty, and do your own.

Pheasants and Tillage. 


Inter arma leges silent: in the imperious 
interest of the national food supply the 
Defence of the Realm Regulations have 
ousted the Game Laws. Oecupiers of 


which are eating food that is fit for human 
or animal consumption. This decision 
was reached yesterday by the Food Con- 
troller in consultation with the President 
of the English Board of Agriculture. The 
right comes into existence immediately, 
with no present limitation of time, and 
it is not proposed to make any 
exception in the case of Ireland.” 
Sir Charles Hobhouse reminded the 
Food Controller's representative, in the 
House of Commons yesterday, that the 
killing of pheasants after the lst February 
is illegal by statute. N 
that the Pood Controller has been ad- 
vised that he has power to over-ride exist- 
ing legislation in this respect under the 
Defence of the Realm Regulations.” We 
agree heartily that the interests of food 
production must be supreme, both in Eng- 
land and in Ireland, and, if this new con- 
cession to Irish farmers were likely to in- 
crease our supplies of wheat, oats, and 
barley, we should not have a word to say 
against it. We have little hope, however, 
that it will have that effect. The condi- 
tions in the two countries are net the 
same. In England, owing to the methods of 
agriculture, the nature of the country, and 
the extent of the game preserves, the 
depredations of pheasants are far more 
serious than in Ireland. In England, too, 
during ordinary times, the lands are 
strictly preserved and the Game Laws 
are strictly observed. At the end of the 
present interregnum of free shooting 
matters will return to the normal, and no 
great harm will have been done to the legi- 
timate interests of the game preserver. 
In Ireland, we fear, the new right of kill- 
ing will be of little service to food produc- 
tion, and its bad effects on the value of 
sporting rights may prove to be per- 
manent. The Government's concession, 
however well intended, must help to de- 
moralise still further th already demoral- 
ised state of the Gathe Laws in this 
country, aud to eliminate an asset which. 
if properly safeguarded, might be brought 
te national importance. For many years 
the Game Laws have been violated 
systematically in Ireland, A majority of 
the sporting guns in the country are not 
licensed. The fines inflicted by magis- 
trates for poaching are ridiculously 
lenient, and are fisually reduced to still 
more ridiculous proportions by the Lord 
Lieutenant's clemency. It is very impro- 
bable that many small farmers with guns 
will be restrained by the fact that the 
pheasants are doing, in fact, no damage 
to their holdings. _ Poaching may lose its 
charm for some of them now that the Food 
Controller has put it above the law—that 
is always a possibility in this country— 
but the majority are far more likely to 
adopt the motto of Longfellow's crazed 
hidalgo: “Kill, kill! and let the Lord 
find out His own.” We suppose that we 
must not grumble, but we have no illu- 
sions about the consequences of this new

GENERAL HEADQUARTERS IN FRANCE, 
Tusspay, 8.40 p.m. 

Early last night a strong hostile raiding party 
was driven off by our fire south of Pys. 
The eneny suffered heavy losses and left 
prisoners in our hands: To-day the enemy 
again made repeated attacks, all of which 
were unsuccessful, upon our new position 
south of Serre. 

Early this morning we carried out a very suc- 
cessful raid east of Souchez- Our troops 
penetrated several hundred yards into the 
enemy's positions and did great damage to 
his defences. A trench railhead and four 
mineshafts were destroyed by us, and many 
dug-outs were blown in. The enemy re- 
sisted stubbornly and a considerable num- 
ber of Germans were killed. We captured 
47 prisoners, including one officer. Our 
casualties are reported to be light. 
also entered the enemy's trenches this morn- 
ing. and during the night north-east of Neu- 
ville St. Vaast, north of Loos and east of 
Ypres. We destroyed several occupied dug- 
outs and took a few prisoners.

THE PROBLEM OF NEW PLANS. 

He wanted to know if there were new plans 
to meet the new organisation for murder on the 
high seas.

But, as a 
matter of fact, it had never been well in 
hand. It was nearer coming to be 
well in hand than it had been yet, owmg 
to the new ideas brought to the Admiralty 
by men fresh from the sea, who had actual ex- 

rience of the new methods of warfare. To 
show that the submarine menace was not well 
in hand, he would mention that when the Lusi-

IRISH PRISONERS AT LEWES. 

Sir GEORGE CAVE informed Mr. Byrne that 
Irish prisoners in Lewes were on Diet E, which 
was a very liberal diet. No complaint had been 
received from any of them either as to quan- 
tity or quality. The time had not arrived for 
their release. 

Mr BYRNE—Will the right hon. gentleman 
consider the desirability of allowing thesa 
prisoners, who are really prisoners of war, to 
wear their own clothes? 

Sir GPORGE CAVE said he would like notice 
of that question.

Mr. DILLON—Martial law is enforced in Ire- 
land to-day. This is an extraordinary answer, 
When is it intended to revoke the proclamation 
of martial law under which Ireland lies; and, 
if it is not intended to revoke it in the near 
future, on what ground is martial law main- 
tained in the country?
